These were: I am 
not. a skid row bum; I never 
drink before 5:00 o'clock; I 
never drink anything but 
beer; I drink only on 
weekends; I am too young; I 
can quit any time. Today's 
article will discuss the last 
three of these. 

The first is because he 
only 
Many people believe that the’ 
only persons who is an 
alcoholic is one who drinks 
great quantities everyday, or 
is drunk all the time. But 
many alcoholics can go a long 
time without taking a single 
drink. 

Some alcoholics can stay 
dry for weeks, even months 
or years. 

So it is not when or how 
often are drinks that 
determines whether he has a 
drinking problem, Rather it 


.is whether he is able to 


control his drinking when he 
drinks. 

A man may drink only on 
weekends, but if he often 
gets drunk on weekends, he 


certainly on weekends, he's 


problem. Or, if his drinking 
him continuing 


life-job, family, health, or is 


costing more money than he 


we 
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drinks on weekends.. 


can afford-he needs help. 

Some alcohol counselors 
suggest this experiment as a 
test of a drinker’s control. 
For one month limit himself 
to not more than two drinks a 
day. He must be absolutely 
honest, and there can be no 
exceptions-two average 
drinks on any occassion, but 
no more than two drinks a 
day. If he can do this for a 
month, he still has control. If 
he cannot, he had better start 
at once to do something 
about his drinking. 

Alcoholism is a 
progressive disease, and as 
long as a person who has 
reached the stage of compul- 
sive drinking continues to 
use alcohol at all his disease 
will gradually get worse. In 
other words, it is not when 
you drink nor how often you 
drink, but whether you can 
control your drinking when 
you drink that determines 
whether you have a drinking 
problem. 

The next is because he 
thinks he is too young. A 
common fallacy about exces- 
sive drinking is that the only 
person who becomes an 
alcoholic is the man in his 
fifties or sixties. 

It is not his age nor how 
many years he has been 
drinking but what drinking is 
doing to him and whether he 
has contro! over it, which 
determines whether alcohol 


is a problem. 
Whenever a person be- 
comes dependent upon 


alcohol and has lost control of 
his drinking, he is a problem 
drinker or an alcoholic, and 
he had better do something 
about it. 

Loss of control can occur 
anytime in a _person’s 
drinking history. A young 
man 18 years old found that 
every time he drank he 
became intoxicated even 
though he did not want nor 
intend to. He was an 
alcoholic. 

Age has very little to do 
with alcoholism. It can attack 
a person at almost any age. 
The young man or woman 
who repeatedly gets drunk 
intentionally or unintention- 
ally is already in trouble, and 
may be “‘hooked.”’ 

The final fallacy is that he 
believes he can quit any 
time. When did he last ‘‘go 
on the wagon"’ and why? It 
was undoubtedly because his 
drinking was giving him 
trouble. 

A drinker who is not an 
alcoholic does not need to go 
on the wagon, for he is 
always able to control his

drinking. The alcoholic goes 
on the wagon to try to prove 
to himself and others that he 
can control his drinking, or 
that he can go without it. 
Inevitably he discovers that 
he can’t do it. For the person 
who has lost control in his 
drinking here is no 
compromise with abstinence; 
he will never be able to drink 
safely again. 


It doesn’t really matter - 


how many days one can go 
without drinking. Most 
alcoholics can manage for 
one reason or another to live 
for fairly long periods 
without alcohol. Far more 
significant and more 
important is this: How does 
he feel during those periods 
of forced abstinence? Is he 
happy, calm, relaxed, even- 
tempered? Or is he nervous, 
tense, easily frustrated, 
irritable, resentful, anxious, 
lonely? If the latter is the 
case, then he is simply on 
what is called a ‘‘dry drunk’’ 
and with this kind of mental 
attitude he will soooner or 
later resume drinking, and it 
wil inevitably cause him 
trouble again. 

This reason for this js that 
alcohol has for him become a 
drug or a medicine rather 
than a beverage. He is 
drinking for a «necific result 
rather than fer a tfYy social 
purpose. He afifiks again 
because he feels depressed 
or bored or lonely, or angry 
or nervous. In the alcoholic 
these mental states are 
symptoms of his illness. A 
depression which precedes 
or follows a loss of control in 
drinking is a serious and 
much-to-be heeded warning 
sign. 

The point, then, is not 
whether he can stop anytime, 
but whether he has to start 
again, and whether the 
drinking resumes on a severe 
taxic and harmful level, and 
with loss of control. Compul- 
sive behavior with regard to 
the use of chemical indicates 
the presence of addiction. 
Any unpredictable behavior 
connected with the uncon- 
trolled use of alcohol is any 
form is a certain indication 
that on has a severe drinking 
problem, and a problem that 
is certain to get worse if he 
continues to drink. 

Finally, he should ask 
himself whether, even in 
spite of periods of enforced 
abstinence, his drinking has 
become worse, or whether it 
is now causing him more 
trouble than it was, two to 
five years ago. Has there 
been any disintegration or 
deterioration of his 
interpersonal relationships 
within the family, your 
friends, employers, or fellow 
employees due to your

One Killed In Monday Accident 


Robert Lawson ‘‘Robbie’’ Hall, age 
18, a 1983 graduate of Zion Chapel High 
School, was killed Monday morning, 
October 3, in a two-vehicle accident that 
occurred approximately .8 miles north 
of Elba on Highway 87. 


Also injured in the accident were 
Leland Rex Wyrosdick, age 36, of Elba, 
a passenger in the car driven by Hall, 
and William Richard Jones, age 32, of 
DeFuniak Springs, Florida, driver of the 
second vehicle. Wyrosdick was 
admitted to Elba General Hospital with 
multiple injuries, while Jones was 
treated and released. 


According to Jones, he was traveling 
north when the vehicle driven by Hall 
crossed the center line and continued at 
an angle across the four-lane road. 
Jones stated he attempted to swerve 
away from the oncoming car; however, 
it was too late to avoid the collision. 

State Trooper R.W. Whitworth 
investigated the accident. 


End Of Proration Will Bring Over 
$300,000 In Education Funds 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met in regular session Friday 
morning, September 30, at the Kinston 
High School Library and heard Super- 
intendent of Education John W. 
Vaughan report that the elimination of 
proration would mean almost $200,000 
in extra funds to the county school 
system. 

“As most of you have heard,”’ 
declared Vaughan, ‘‘proration has been 
eliminated! This will bring $194,000 in 
additional revenue to the county school 
system and will wipe out our indebt- 
edness.”’ 

Supt. Vaughan added the recent cut 
in proration brought $111,000 to the 
system, and when added to the latest 
figure, it meant the elimination of 
proration resulted in $305,000 coming to 
the system that wasn’t expected. 

While the discussion centered 
around money, Vaughan reported on 
total ‘‘extra’’ funds received that will 
help pay for the construction of the 
Kinston Elementary School. These 
funds, which included per pupil funding 
(asbestos removal), discretionary funds 
for capital outlay, interest on a certifi- 
cate of deposit and added funds from 
the elimination of proration, added up 
to $841,000. This amount, according to 
Vaughan, is more than enough needed 
to build the school 

**We have examined the plans of the 
Kinston school,"* he said, “and have 
been able to cut $15,000 - $18,000 in 
expenses. The cuts will not affect the 
quality of the building and will not 


he > 
change its appearance The new 


elementary school will be something 


we'll all be proud of."’ 

The changes included modifications 
to the air conditioner controls; elimin- 
ation of two movable walls (now to be 
constructed locally)) installation of fixed 
windows in place of expandable 
windows; and elimination of 11 sky- 
lights. 

Construction of the school, which 
will contain 14 classrooms, has already 
begun, with the school expected to be 
open for the 1984-85 school year. 

If all goes according to schedule, the 
county will have five new buses on the 
the road by mid-November. The chassis 
have been delivered to Bluebird, 
according to Vaughan, and are expected 
to be delivered by November 15. The 
buses will be 06-passenger vehicles and 
will be joined to 25 other buses serving 
a total of 30 regular routes. 


The beginning of the 1983-84 school 
term ‘‘was smooth,”’ according to 
Vaughan. He added the county system 
had the lowest ‘‘student-teacher™’ ratio 
in several years, which ‘‘is good for the 
students and for education."" 

The student population in the 
system is basically the same as last 
year, with a loss of only 15 students. 


The county's garbage problems 
have reached the county school system, 
and Vaughan said, “Like it or not it 
looks as if we will have to get into the 
garbage business." 

The school board was told the 
schools in Kinston and New Brockton 
could be serviced by the cities, but at 
the present time no garbage collection 


service was available to Zion Chapel, 
New Hope and Goodman. 

“We could ask local residents to 
help in the rural areas,"’ said Board 
Chairman Frank Britt. ‘They could 
help carry the garbage to the landfill, or 
maybe a farmer has a place in which he 
can bury it.”’ 

Vaughan summed up the board's 
sentiments when he said, ‘‘It is the 
commission's responsibility to provide 
garbage pickup -- it is our responsibility 
to educate the children.” 


The subject of asbestos removal was 
again discussed and the board was 
informed an architect was currently 
completing plans to remove asbestos 
from two classrooms in New Brockton 
and the lunchroom in Kinston. Cost of 
the removal is estimated at $21,000 and 
the work will be done during the 
Christmas holidays.

Brunson reported rural residents are 
now hauling their garbage to the landfill 
and added, ‘‘We haven't heard many 
complaints.

It was originally thought the 
garbage service would not be disrupted, 
but Tom Jones, a private contractor who 
bid on the service, was unable to obtain 
financial backing and was forced to 
withdraw his proposal.

Commission Adopts $2.9 
Million Annual Budget 


The Coffee County Commission held. 


an adjourned meeting on Friday,

“The attorney general strongly 
supports restitution programs within 
the juvenile court system and urges the 
Department of Youth Services to 
voluntarily comply with the Limestone 
County Juvenile Court's directive,’’ the 
opinion said. 

‘“*Some ‘juveniles’ are school 
dropouts as old as 18,’ Graddick said. 
‘*Making juveniles financially 
responsible for their actions will give 
them an opportunity to learn the value 

if good behavior.’'
